Well, here I go again! Ifs time for school, and 
youngsters will be hitting the streets on their bicycles 
once more. 
I hope that’s all the hitting that will be done. 
I have always been concerned about the danger 
children encounter astride a bicycle, especially if they 
are prone to not pay attention. Perhaps I overreact 
because I once saw a little girl hit by a car and dragged 
several feet by the car that struck her. 
It isn’t a pretty thing to see and it can be fatal. The 
very least that can happen to a child who is hit may be 
pain and loss of school. 
Teaching a child to take the proper precaution 
without teaching fear is, I know, a very difficult 
procedure and must be dealt with carefully. However, 
the proper training on how to ride a bike and where and 
when does work, and I wouldn’t let my child ride out of 
the yard without knowing that he or she has acquired 
that knowledge. 
There are numerous ways of informing the youngster 
about safe bicycle riding and pamphlets available that 
cover safety riding and care of the vehicle. Care of the 
bicycle is important, too. 
Bicycle riding is good exercise, especially for kids 
who have been sitting still all day in school, and it is fun 
for them, too. I have no compalint about the bicycle 
riding-only the way children ride them. 
There are several ways parents can make sure their 
children have been properly informed on how to use 
their bicycles. Check with the school authorities or 
check with the Plano Police Department, 
Just make sure that if your child is hit by a car, it 
isn’t his fault-and no fault of your own because of 
failure to see that he was given every fact. 
Encourage bike education and support those groups 
who make it possible. It could mean your child’s safety, 
and what could be more important than that! 


Nelson Rockfeller Is Veep Nominee 


Ford Picks Wealthy Governor

WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
P resident 
Ford 
today 
proposed former New York 
Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller, 
one of the richest men in the 
world, as the nation’s next 
vice president. 
Ford 
announced 
his 
decision on the lith day of 
his presidency during a 
relaxed 
and 
inform al 
televised and broadcast 
ceremony from the Oval 
Office in the White House. 
The 
nomination 
of 


Rockefeller, 66, will go to 
Congress for confirmation 
by majority vote by both 
Houses 
—which 
con­ 
gressional leaders said could 
be completed 
before 
the 
November elections. 
Rockefeller, who sought 
the Republican presidential 
nomination 
unsuccessfully 
in 
1960, 
1964 and 
1968, 
refused during a brief press 
conference to talk about his 
future political ambitions. 
He waved off questions 
about whether he intended to 


run for vice president on a 
ticket headed by Ford in 1976 
and whether he would seek 
the presidency in 1980, when 
Ford no longer would be 
eligible. 
‘‘That’s too fa r—allot that 
stuff’s too far,” Rockefeller 
told reporters. 
Rockefeller also brushed 
off questions about 
his 


w ealth. The R ockefeller 
family’s 
worth 
has 
been 
estimated at $1 billion. He 
said he would conform fully 
with the law and he assumed 
that meant putting his in­ 
vestments in a blind trust. 
His grandfather. John D. 
R ockefeller, created the 
Standard Oil Co. and became 
an internationally known 


symbol for vast wealth. 
In 
announcing 
his 
decision, 
Ford 
called 
Rockefeller ‘‘a good partner 
for me and I think a good 
partner for the country and 
the world.” 
Two of the four previous 
vice presidents ascended to 
the 
presidency 
upon 
the 
death or resignation of their 


predecessor 
—Ford 
when 
President 
Nixon 
resigned 
Aug. 9 and 
Lyndon 
B. 
Johnson when President 
Kennedy was assassinated 
in 1963. 
Rockefeller was elected 
four times governor of New 
York and resigned last year 
after 15 years in that position 
to 
head 
a 
self-created 
Com m ission 
on 
C ritical 
Choices for America. 
Before resigned and Ford 
took 
over, 
political 
W ashington 
viewed 
the 


com m ission 
as 
a 
springboard for another 
Rockefeller race for 
the 
G O P 
p r e s i d e n t i a l 
nomination. 
Rockefeller’s wife did not 
accompany him to the White 
House. He explained she had 
been at the beach Monday 
and simply did not have time 
to get “presentable.” 
His wife, the former Mar­ 
g a r ita 
Fitler 
Murphy, 
married him in 1963 after she 
divorced her husband and 
Rockefeller divorced his 
wife of 32 years. 
The initial reaction from 
Republicans in Congress to 
Rockefeller’s selection was 
favorable. Sen. Strom Thur­ 


mond, 
R-S.C., 
a 
con­ 
servative, said Rockefeller 
“was not one of those I 
recommended but he is a 
distinguished 
American.” 
Thurmond said he expected 
to support the nomination. 
A liberal Republican, Sen. 
Charles H. Percy of Illinois, 
who 
also 
harbored 
presidential ambitions, said 
a Ford-Rockefeller team in 
1976 would be an “absolutely 
winning ticket.” 
In political ideological 
term s, 
Rockefeller 
is 
believed to be somewhat to 
the left of Ford even though 
he himself became more

Monday that although of­ 
ficials knew Fred Gomez 
Carrasco was a violent man. 
he was in a position to seize 
and hold hostages for 11 days 
because of the law. 
“The law won’t let us take 
a man and lock him up,” 
Husbands said. “We have to 
let them out. According to 
the law, we have to treat 
them decently like human 
beings, not like the dogs 
some of them are.” 
Husbands, joined by three 
of the 12 civilian hostages 
held by Carrasco and two 
other inmates spoke at the 
104th annual Congress of the 
A m erican 
C o rre c tio n a l 
Association on “Violence in 
the Institution.” 
He said the safety of the 
hostages held in the library 
fortress was uppermost in 
his mind and he had no 
choice but to negotiate with 
the inmates. 
“ Never at anytime —from 


the minute it started —did 
we think about storming the 
library,” he said. “We knew 
they had those guns. It was a 
physical im possibility to 
send 
anybody 
in 
there 
without 
getting 
all 
the 
hostages killed.” 
Husbands said Carrasco 
worked 
in 
the 
prison 
ch ap lain ’s office at the 
lesser security Walls Unit 
because of doctor’s orders. 
C arrasco, 
a 
narcotics 
kingpin from San Antonio, 
was wounded in a shootout 
with officers there last year 
and walked with the aid of a 
cane. 
“I'm not questioning the 
d o c t o r s ’ 
j u d g m e n t ,” 
Husbands said. “ But he 
threw the cane down when 
this happened so he wasn’t 
hurting as bad as he said.”

Collins Report 
Consumer Battle 


Won in Congress

This past week we won a 
battle for the American 
consumer in the House of 
Representatives. The House 
voted 337-49 on an amend­ 
ment to the National Traffic 
and Motor Vehicle Act, 
which I originally sponsored 
to 
void 
government 
requlations requiring new 
automobiles to have seat belt 
interlock systems, buzzers, 
or air bag restraints. 
Last summer, I introduced 
the Buzzer amendment to 
the National 
Traffic and 
Motor Vehicle Safety Act, 
which would have such 
government 
regulations 
optional rather than man­ 
datory. During the last few 
months other colleagues 
joined me in Congress, in­ 
troducing similar 
amend­ 
ments to stop these pater­ 
nalistic regulations. Finally, 
the Senate passed a similar 
bill, and now a House-Senate 
Conference Committee will 
iron out minor differences. 
Under the new law, seat 
belts still will be mandatory 
new car equipment, but a 
dashboard light will be the 
only warning device that the 
government can require to 
inform a motorist that his 
belts are not fastened. 
This new law will override 
and eliminate the present 
Transportation 
regulations 
which require that all 1975 
model cars have the in­ 
terlock 
system, 
which 
prevents a car from starting 
until 
all 
front 
seat 
passengers have fastened 
their seat belts. It will also 
supersede the law which 
would have made air bag

restraints mandatory in 
1977. My amendment will 
make all these systems 
optional. 
In previous reports on the 
Interlock Seat Belt Harness 
Buzzer 
system, 
I 
have 
pointed out high costs to the 
consumer for these man­ 
datory systems. For in­ 
stance, this new starter 
interlock system increased 
the price of a new car by $37. 
When you add in the basic 
belt 
system 
warnings, 
buzzers, and interlocks, it 
made a total increase of 
$106. And then in 
1977, 
General Motors predicted 
that the air bag restraint 
would have added a total 
cost of over $200. 
Just a few weeks ago, 
Chrysler predicted a huge 
increase in the price of 1975 
model cars. Coupled with the 
announcement this week by 
General Motors, this new 
law will represent a sub­ 
stantial savings to American 
new car owners. With over IO 
million new cars purchased 
every year, this represent > a 
savings over a billion doll, rs 
to the American new car 
owner. 
Not only did the interlock 
system add substantially to 
the cost of a new car but it 
also proved to be a complete 
nuisance: 
for people 
ac­ 
customed to placing their 
children or packages on the 
middle of the seat; for car 
attendants in public parking 
lots; for anyone trying to 
start a car in an emergency ; 
for the person who had to 
suffer the effects from an 
e a r - p ie r c in g 
b u z zer 
malfunction; and even for 
the policemen who needed to 
jump in their patrol cars and 
take off in a chase. 
Finally, 
the 
Federal 
government is going to stop 
telling individual citizens 
how to take care of them­ 
selves in cars. I have always 
maintained what we need in 
America 
today 
is 
less 
government interference in 
our daily lives. The passage 
of this bill marks a step in 
that direction. No longer will 
the automobile driver be 
handcuffed by bureaucratic 
requirements such as the 
buzzer interlock system. 


gather as much information 
as we can on criminal ac­ 
tivities, put it all together, 
and then get it back to the 
local people as well as our 
own state officers in the 
field.” 
Ray pointed out that a 
single 
law 
enforcement 
agency may see only an 
isolated 
segment 
of 
a 
criminal scheme. 
“ It 
might 
conduct 
a 
thorough investigation and 
still not come up with hard 
evidence of a 
criminal 
network,” he said. “ Without 
accessible 
corroborative 
evidence from agencies in 
other counties, cities or 
states, it’s very difficult to 
get to the roots of the crime. 
“ That’s why we as law en­ 
forcement officers have to 
be just as organized, just as 
sophisticated and just as 
sure of ourselves and our 
methods as the big bosses 
who are calling the shots for 
the mob.” 
Ray conceded that nothing 
is easy in trying to prove a 
conspiracy to commit a 
crime. 
“ Sometimes it’s months 
later, when all of the pieces 
fit 
together, 
that 
the 
evidence is clear that there 
was a conspiracy,” he said. 
Ray noted that in most 
situations it is not necessary 
for various people involved 
in a criminal activity to even 
know each other. 
Ray described the in­ 
telligence sharing system in 
Texas law enforcement as 
one of the finest anywhere. 
“ Our specialists in the 
Organized Crime Division of 


the Department of Public 
Safety Intelligence Service 
are gathering information 
from our own branches and 
also from 
local 
police, 
district attorneys, sheriffs 
and other state and federal 
agencies,” he said. 
“ When you deal 
with 
organized crime, you’re not 
dealing just within your own 
community. It doesn’t stop 
at the city limits or the state 
line. Without a fullscale 
communications effort, we 
are leaving the field wide 
open for them to move in and 
take over.”

A recent newspaper ar­ 
ticle tells of a Texas sheriff 
who is awaiting the results of 
crime lab tests so he can 
determine whether to charge 
a man with the murder of a 
young waitress. 
“ We 
lack 
physical 
evidence to charge him with 
murder now. But we got a 
blood sample and other 
evidence and the 
lab 
is 
checking 
to 
determ ine 
whether it matches evidence 
found at the scene,” the 
sheriff said. 
This type of investigation 
is becoming more common 
each year throughout the 
world and is called, in broad 
terms, 
scientific 
criminal 
investigation. 
Many criminal cases are 
now being taken out of the 
hands 
of 
the 
law 
en­ 
forcement 
officers 
and 
turned 
over 
to 
lab 
technicians. At times, such 
as the case just mentioned, 
these chemists literally hold 
a person’s life in their hands, 
or more specifically, in a test 
tube. 
Law enforcement agencies 
are 
aware of 
the 
great 
responsibility placed upon 
employes in crime labs and 
see to it that persons given 
that responsibility are the 
most highly trained in their 
field. 
The 
veteran 
lab 
technicians received their 
training through various 


means 
with 
their 
b a c k g ro u n d s 
v a r y in g 
widely. All of them have 
studied extensively in the 
sciences, but their major 
fields range from biology to 
medicine to chemistry and a 
number of other scientific 
disciplines. 
The 
scene 
is 
changing 
today 
though. 
Several 
training centers are being 
established throughout the 
country to train persons in 
the 
area 
of 
scientific 
criminal investigation. 
The East Texas State 
University forensic science 
program, one of about four 
in the nation and the first in 
the state of Texas, 
was 
established in the fall of 1973. 
Forensic science has been 
popularized as the term to 
refer to laboratory science 
that is related to law en­ 
forcement 
and 
the 
development of evidence in 
criminal cases. 
Under 
the 
program, 
students 
are 
required 
to 
complete the basic courses 
required for a degree in 
chem istry 
which 
is 
a c ­ 
credited by the American 
Chemical Society. 
In addition, the students 
are encouraged to take 
electives 
which 
include 
added 
instruction 
in 
scientific 
instrumentation, 
and an internship 
in 
a 
forensic laboratory is also 
included in the program.

members of the SIPC board 
will take up Aug. 28, a task 


force proposal to expand 
coverage of SIPC and speed 
payment of securities when 
a brokerage firm collapses.

showing this trait. 
There’s something about 
the child that makes it im­ 
portant to get close to people 
because that’s the way he or 
she can receive and give 
affection, 
Dr. 
Hitching 
noted. 
A 
child 
soon 
begins 
learning to BALANCE his 
own w ishes against the 
needs of other members of 
his family. Sometimes other 
children take advantage and 
the child has to protect 
himself. 
L earning 
balance 
in 
relations and needs is part of 
growing 
interdependence. 
“ All 
children 
COM­ 


MUNICATE. A child has her 
own interests to talk about 
and says spontaneously what 
is on her mind. At times a 
child may be stubborn or 
irritable as well as pleasant. 
But he usually is aware of

That sounds 
like m inim al equipm ent. 
Maybe he should have a fry 
pan for such things as the 
bacon. 
But consider what you can 
do with a toaster, the regular 
popup style. The President 
can toast bread, English 
m uffins, 
corn 
m uffins, 
frozen waffles, and many of 
the sweet pastries. 
Mrs. Ford didn’t make 
clear the type of toaster her 
husband needed. 
But 
if they install, or 
already have installed, a 
deluxe 
toasteroven, 
the 
P resident can cook just 
about everything th at a 
small oven will do from 
baking potatoes to heating 
frozen TV dinners. And, of 
course, make toast. 
I talked with home econo­ 
mists at General Electric on 
this m atter just to help the 
President if he needs it. For 
breakfast, for instance, he 
can prepare frozen waffles 
and sausages, p reb u tter 
toast, sprinkle it with cin­ 
namon, if he wishes, and the 
bread pops forward browned 
on both sides. Or, he can 
make shirred eggs with ham 
or sausage. 
He can set the appliance to 
top brown only, m aking 
grilled cheese sandwiches or 
casseroles. 
And if he wishes to get into 
more complicated toaster­ 
oven cooking, there are 
recipes for m ain dishes 
(Swiss steak or fish fillets), 
snacks 
and 
appetizers 
(quick pizza, stuffed mush­ 
room caps), and desserts 
(baked Alaska tarts, spice 
pound cake). 
If Mrs. Ford wished, she 
could toast hors d’oeuvres 
for White House parties. But,
